MB . BOOTH : — AJ the propriety of our eoone 


la adviiing your la*t application to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of Aotau torfmi, ha* been 
questioned by one of the presses tn this 
city ; and a* it is itated in one of the published 
opinions, that your " counsel could hardly have 
calculated the disastrous result of such prema- 
ture proceeding," a* would have been the issu- 
ing of the writ, It is, perhaps, no more than an 
act of JuHtlce to ourselves, to make public the 
reasons by which we were governed. But be- 
fore proceeding to do 10, allow us to say, that 
we entirely disapprove of all that has been pub- 
lished on this matter, of a harsh aud personal 
character. For, believing it to be u queition 
of the utmost importance, we think, for that 
very reason, it should be examined by every 
one, with anxioua solicitude, for the sole pur- 
pose of arriving at the troth, and that no per- 
sonal recrimination ihould intervene to darken 
or prevent our purceptlon of it. And, howev- 
er conscientiously any one may differ from the 
conclusion to which the Court'ha* arrived, yet 
he should maintain hi* opinion with a proper 
respect for the motive* aud opinion* of others, 
aud especially of tho highest tribunal of our 
State, by whose late glorious decision in behalf 
of constitutional liberty, the heart* of all we re- 
filled with such thrilling and tumultuous joy. 


Allow u* further to say, that we see no pro- 


priety in connecting this subject with the pros- 
pects of the Republican party. But, if there 
were such a connection, still, a* wo do not oc- 
cupy the position of " leader*" in that party, 
we trust that no mistakes we may make, in this 
communication, will very seriously damage it* 
proupucts. And, it seems to us, that the party 
U rather Indebted to you, than otherwise, for 
the mistakes you arc charged with having mailo. 
Because, they have afforded an excellent op- 
portunity for " ardent republicans," whose mod- 
esty might bnvo otherwise forbid it, to step for- 
ward and assume the position of " leaders," 
which they promise to fill so much better than 
you can, and to conduct the party onward to 
" substantial victory." 


You are aware, that, after the decision on 


your first application, wo advised yon, if arrest- 
ed again, to give bail, and await the result of a 
trial by jury. In this you concurred, nnd when 
arreited, offered bail of ample and unqueitiuu- 
ed responsibility. 


[Our counsel nro slightly mistaken. 
We 


proposed to give ball, and not apply for a writ 
of habent corpus for some two months. But 
we did not intend to wait till after the trial be- 
fore making the application for the writ. — ED. 
FKKK DKM.] 


Unexpectedly, illegally, nnd oppressively, 


this bail wo* refused. And it was then, under 
thi* putty and persevering tyranny and oppres- 
sion, which is uid to " make a wise mail uind," 
that you determined to apply for another writ, 
and we adviied you to do so. Tho writ WHS re- 
fused, and it ha* been said by the Daily Wit- 
tonain, that any " sound lawyer" would have 
known, from the Brst opinions, that it would 
have been refused. However this may be, we 
thought differently, and for tho following rea- 
sons. We found in the first opinion of his 
Honor, Justice Smith, the following: 


" Indeed, we may go farther and say, that us 


every oltiien ha* a ri|ht to call upon the State 
authority for protection, and as the judicial 
power i* that only to which application can usu- 
ally be made by the citizen, it is the duty of 
the judicial officer when applied to, to tee that 
n» citizen it intpritontd vitktn tkt limitt of tkt 
State, oor taken beyond its limits, except by 
proper legal and conttitutivnal authority. It is 
not in the power of any body to divest the State 
Judiciary of such authority, nor can any body 
but the people themselves, absolve the judicial 
officer* of the State from the performance of 
their duty in thi* behalf." 


In the opinion of the Court, a* delivered by 


the Chief Justice, 1* the following: 


" It will not be dcaled that the citizen* of 


the State naturally and properly look to their 
own State tribunal* for rtltrffrom 
alt kinds of 


illegal restrain! and i-mpritoniHrnt. 
These 


Court* are clothed with power sufficient for 
their protection, and would be recreant to their 
duty, were they to refuse to exercise it upon 
all proper occasions.*' 


Here, then, we have one point fully establish- 


ed, by the first opinions. That is, the power 
and duty of the State Court to protect the cit- 
izen against »U illegal rettratut and impriton- 
ment. The nest question that arises, I*, wheth- 
er, according to those opinion*, your imprison- 
ment wa* not illegal. It appeared from your 
application, which is not denied, that you were 
imprisoned for an alleged violation of the Fu- 
gitive Slave Act of 1%0. We are alt familiar 
with the noble decision of Justice Smith, de- 
claring that Act unconstitutional and void, for 
the reason, among other*, that Congress had no 
power to legislate on the subject. The tame 
conclusion waa sustained by the Court, though 
not for all of the reason*. In the opinion a* 
delivered by the Chief Justice, that conclusion 
i* stated a* follow* : 


" We are therefore of the opinion that the 


Act under consideration, by attempting to vest 
judicial power in officers created by Congress 
and unknown to (he Constitution, is repugnant 
to that instrument, andfortkat Teuton VOID." 


It being therefore established by the "first 


opinion*" that the Fugitive Act i* oncon*tlta< 
tional and void, we came, a* we thought, natu- 
rally and logically to the conclusion, that yonr 
imprisonment, under and by virtue of that Aet 
alone, wa* Illegal. Because a void law is no 
law. It I* a nmllitf, and may be resitted by any 
citizen, a* ha* been Judicially decided. We 
deemed, therefore, these two propositions to be 
clearly established, by the first opinion*, viz :— 
That the Court ha* the power, and it 1* it* du- 
ty to relieve from all illegal imfritonmnt; and 
that imfritoumimt under the Figtttve Act w «i- 
Itgal. And from theee two propositions, we 
drew the eooclatten, that the writ must Issue 
OB yo«r second application. Amd we are obli- 
ged to confe**, that we have, w yet, seen noth- 
ing tkat ha* shaken that conviction. 
The 


Chief Jiwtlce, i» U» lut opinion, alluding to 
the flr*t »»y* : 


"But we uld distinctly that wken a Court had 


obtained jurisdiction of • case, no other Court 
of coiourrent juritdtotlon would Interfere, and 
that when the jartedtotkm ef a Court wa* ex- 
elusive, no other Cowi ooold take Jariedictian 
at all. We wpooiedtbt* to be a fcmilUr prin- 
ciple, whWi wooU be denied by •*> one." 


We eertalaljr do set demy tt. B«t that the

clearly WM not a ease of "eoncurnitt jurisdic- 


tion," because there Is no pretence, by any one, 
that the State Court bad any jurisdiction over 
the offense. Wa* it a ca*e, then, over which 
the District Court had "txclttrite jurisdiction "? 
We say Dot, for toe reason that it hid no juris- 
diction. You were indicted for no offense, be- 
cause the law yon were charged with violating 
was void. How, then, can a Court acquire ju- 
risdietion under a roiit law ? If the law is void, 
it has no more force than a* though it had nev- 
er been passed. And tho jurisdiction of the 
U. S. Court to try and punish you, WHS no bet- 
ter than it would have been to try and punish 
you for writing article* againit slavery, which 
Congress has not yet attempted to make a 
crime. Until, then, it can bo shown, that a 
"Toid" law is not void, but may create au of- 
fuuse and vest jurisdiction in Courts, we must 
remain entirely unable to perceive how the U. 
S. Court had any jurisdiction to try aud punish 
you for the offense with which you were char- 
ged. And we must confess, that we are at some 
loss to understand the precise position taken on 
this point, in the last opinion*. It is asserted 
in each, that it wa* a case over which tho Fed- 
eral Court bad txclutivc jurisdiction; and yet 
it teems to be admitted in each, that no juris- 
diction could be acquired under a void law.— 
But it ia manifest that the two propositions can- 
not stand together. And as the latter appears 
to be incontrovertibly true, so it appears that 
the former must fall. 
Indeed, if our State 


Court can legally decide that the U. S. Court 
boa jurisdiction to try you for that offense, we 
cannot see why the U. S. Court may not decide 
the same thing, aud thus you be legally tried, 
convicted and punished, for a violation of a void 
and illegal Act. 


It is true, that if you were charged with an 


an offense over which the District Court had 
exclusive jurisdiction, it would Imvo been the 
duty of tho State Court to remand you forth- 
with, or perhaps to refuse the writ in the first 
instancy, if that fact appeared in the applica- 
tion. This is tho express requirement of our 
habeas eorput Act. 


But unless we entirely misapnreheuil the law, 


the principles, that among Courts of concur- 
rent jurisdiction, that which first acquires ju- 
risdiction must retain it; and that where a 
Court ha* exclusive jurisdiction it cannot be 
usurped by any other, arc not, and never have 
been hold to be violated by the issuing of the 
writ of habeas corpus. The sole object of that 
writ ie to secure a prompt relief ngainst illegal 
imprisonment. And to accomplish this object, 
thu power to issue it is given to various officers, 
so that it may be obtained without difficulty or 
delay. Officer! and Courts having no criminal 
jurisdiction, runy issue it and discharge persons 
committed by other Courts, tho' charged with 
crimes over which *ueh other Courts hnd ex- 
clusive jurisdiction, if the commitment bo ille- 
gal. Thus, the Judge of our County Court may 
i«suu the writ nnd discharge persons held on 
process of the Circuit Court. 
And is this 


usurping tho criminal jurisdiction of thu Circuit 
Court? Would the County Court aay that the 
jurisdiction of tho Circuit Court had attached, 
and therefore the writ could not be issued)— 
We think not. And yet it would be obliged to, 
if these principles are applicable to this writ. 
But the issuing of a writ of habeas corpus is not 
an attempt by the Court issuing it, to withdraw 
to itself jurisdiction over the oflbnse with which 
the party is charged, but i« simply an exercise 
of the power of discharging the citizen, if ho 
be found illegally committed, whether by a 
Court having jurisdiction of the, offence, or by 
a Court having no jurisdiction. And every of- 
ficer empowered to issue the writ, has the pow- 
er, under the restrictions, and according to the 
requirements of the statute, to inquire into the 
jurisdiction and proceedings of the Court or of- 
ficer, by whose process the petitioner is detain- 
ed, and to remand or discharge, an thu case may 
require. And thi* power, which in a great and 
important one, is given for tho protection of 
liberty. There is a difference between inquir- 
ing into, and usurping the jurisdiction of an- 
other Court. Thore is a difference between a 
Court's having exclusive jurisdiction over an 
offence, and being the exclusive judge of it* 
own jurisdiction. The former would not be 
dangerous, but the latter might produce intol- 
erable oppression. And we understand that 
the Court, in its first opinion, expressly denied 
the position, that the issuing of a writ of habt- 
at corpus WM an attempt to oust the Court de- 
taining the party, from jurisdiction over the 
offence charged. The Chief Justice, referring 
to the fact* presented, said: 


" Thev merely show the ordinary case of a 


person imprisoned under color of process for 
an alleged offense. 
/» awcA a nan, the investiga- 


tion of the legality of hit imprisonment, does not 
necessarily involve an inquiry into the question of 
the guilt or inttocenet of the prisoner, nor of his 
liability to be held to anneerfor the alleged offense," 


And again, after referring to a number of in- 


stances where discharge* may take place under 
our statutes, the Court says: 


" In these cases, and many more which might 


be put, the queition of the legality of the im- 
prisonment is investigated, without ousting a 
court of any jurisdiction which it had acquired." 


So also, in the matter of Ferguson, 9th John., 


242, Justice Thompson says : 


" The immediate object of a habeas corpus is 


to liberate the party from an illegal restraint. 
The allowance of it doe* not necessarily draw 
after it an inquiry into any offense committed, 
either by the party imprisoned, or by him who 
assumed the nght of restraint." 


We supposed, therefore, that it never could 


be properly answered to our application for a 
writ of kabett corpus, that it mu*t be refused, 
because the jurisdiction of the Court by whoee 
procee* the party wa* detained, kad first at- 
tached. And we could not bnt regard the es- 
tablishment of raeh a principle a* most disas- 
trous to liberty. It would, to a great extent, 
destroy the benefit of the writ, by reducing the 
citizen to the poor privilege of seeking relief 
•gainst illegal lmpri«onment,/rom the ftry conn 
which mJUettf it, and from that 


The Chief Justice, in hie last opinion, states 


our position very ftilly and fairly, a* follow*: 


" Bnt tt ia utd by the petitioner, that the 


Aet of Centres*, for violating which he ii 
indicted, is void, for the reason that it I* 
repugnant to the Coutitntion of the United 
State*, and that eoneequently the petition 
•how* that no ofenee W* keen committed 
by the petitioner. And it i* fcrther ekiaw* 
by him, that the Dtetrtet Court of the United 
State* onwot obtain tuiedietioB ef a er!*> 
iialprooeedijst when the feet* ihowthet mo of. 
fence kMheei* eowotttted. In otter wort*, 
that no Court out »»*»tarlsdie*lce. to toy apetv 
•on for an alleged violation of a void statmto.— 


Hence the petitioner conclude* that by issuing 
a writ of Habeas Corpus, and discharging him 
from custody, we should not disturb the juris- 
diction ofthH District Court, for the very obvi- 
ous reason that it never acquired jurisdiction." 


The "reason" did appear to ui, as the Chief 


Justice says, "eery obvious," and there is no 
attempt by him to show that it i* not so. In- 
stead of doing so, he only says: 


" But it is to be remembered that that Court, 


having the case pending before it, i* of necessi- 
ty compelled to decide every queition which 
the case involves—that of it* own jurisdiction 
included. It must therefore retain the case in 
order to decide that, aa well as every other ques 
tion that may arise." 


We were never before aware of any such 


" necessity." 
We had supposed the policy 


and practice of the law to have established it 
as true, that the " necessity" for the citizen to 
be promptly restored to that liberty of which 
he had been illegally deprived, wan greater 
than any "necessity" for tho Court that depriv- 
ed him of it, to retain him in prison, in order to 
have an opportunity to decide the question it- 
self. We had supposed it to be well establish- 
ed, that the jurisdiction of the Court commit- 
ting, could always be inquired into, on habeas 
corpus. And thnt, if it appeared that it had no 
jurisdiction, the party must always be discharg- 
ed. We understand that our statute imposes on 
the Court expreusly, the duty of Inquiring into 
the jurisdiction of the Court committing. For, 
although, as between the State and Federal 
Courts, tho statute prescribe* that the former 
shall fortlivi ith remand prisoner* committed by 
the latter for offences over which they have 
" exclusive jurisdiction," yet the question 
wheher they have such jurisdiction, or not, ia 
clearly to be determined by the Stato Court. 
And this. Justice Crawford very plainly estab- 
lishes in his opinion on the first case. He lays: 


"I also believe, with the majority of the Court, 


that when a writ of htilieat corpus cum causa has 
been directed to the Marshal of the United 
States, and he has by his return thereto, set 
forth a writ or process by virtue of.nnd in obedi- 
ence to which, he claims to detain the person 
by whom, or iu whose behalf the wiitof habeas 
corpus has been applied for, it is within the pro- 
vince of the State Court, or magistrate, before 
whom the hearing is had to look into the pro- 
cess by which the Marshal justifies the deten- 
tion, so far as may bo necessary, to enable the 
Court, or officer, to determine whether the pro- 
cess is such as might have been issued by the 
tribunal from which it emanated, and whether 
that tribunal had jurisdiction of the subject matter 
or offence, set up in the warrant or process, but 
beyond this I cannot go." 


There is nothing said here of any "necewity" 


for leaving tho party in the custody of the Uni- 
ted States Court, in order to allow It to deter- 
mine the question of its own jurisdiction. And 
il'that be the law,then there is no force or mean- 
ing in the provision of the statute requiring the 
Stnto Court to remand where the United States 
Court has "exclusive jurisdiction." Because 
it mast remand in every case. It must remand 
where tho Federal Court has »o jurisdiction, as 
well as where its jurisdiction is exclusive. The 
statute should therefore have required the State 
Court to remand in all cases where the party is 
detained by process of a United States Court 
or Judge, without saying anything further. But 
by adding the words, "in a case where snch 
Court or Judge ha* exclusive jurisdiction,"—it 
clearly imposes on the State Court the duty of 
inquiring into that question. And to what end 
inquire into it, unless to discharge, if the juris- 
diction tins been exceeded 7 It we'd certainly 
be a very idle proceeding, for the State Court 
to examine whether the United State* Court 
had jurisdiction or not, if, though satisfied that 
it had none, it must still remnnd, to give the 
Federal Court an opportunity to decide the ques- 
tion itself. At least, such is our construction 
of it. And if tho law is correctly declared in 
the last decision, we cannot see why the effica- 
cy of the writ of Habeas Corpus is not almost 
entirely destroyed. For no party detained by 
the process of any Court can be discharged.— 
If the Court have jurisdiction,then its "jurisdic- 
tion, having attached," cannot be interfered 
with by the Habeas Corpus. If it have MO ju- 
risdiction, then it must retain possession of the 
prisoner, in order to decide whether it has ju- 
risdiction or not. We must confess that this 
view of the law, seems to u* to have more re- 
gard for the illegal action of Courts, than for 
the liberty of the citizen, though we are confi- 
dent such i* not the feeling of the mtimbers of 
our Court. 


But it is said, that the State Court ought not 


to interfere, because it wa* bound to presume, 
that if the Fugitive Act was unconstitutional, 
the U. S. Court would so decide. Suppose it 
would 1 Is a party bound to languish in pricon 
for months, illegally, on a presumption that the 
Court committing him will see the illegality of 
its proceedings and release him? Is the citi- 
zen to endure wrong, that the Court inflicting 
it may have an opportunity to set itself right? 
If so, the amount of wrong to be endured could 
not easily be calculated. But, however desira- 
ble it may be to allow Courts, a* well a* indi- 
vtdualn, an opportunity to " repent," and " to do 
work* meet for repentance," yet the law, being 
a practical science, has not made the liberty of 
the citizen dependent on such an uncertain con- 
tingency. In order that he may obtain speedy 
relief, it ha* enabled numerous officer* and 
Court* to issue the writ of habeas eorput and 
to enquire into the legality of all imprisonment, 
under such restriction* only a* are impoced by 
the statute. Said Mr. Emmet, one of the most 
distinguished lawyer* of New York, in arguing 
the case of Yate*, 4th John: 


" This Court ha* the power to inqaire into 


and decide on commitment* by the Chancellor, 
who ha* equal power also to inquire into com- 
mitment* by this Court. 
This ts necessary in 


order to preserve tkt lifarti** of the citizen I" 


And wo supposed that the party WM not 


obliged to apply Jtnt to the Court imprisoning 
him, but that he might teleet any officer or 
Court authorized by law to Usue tho writ And 
that thi* right wa* founded on the preMtnption, 
that if confined to the Court which imprisoned, 
the remedy would be of little value. Aid we 
do not lee how any officer applied to, eut jus- 
tify a reftnal of the writ, on the presumption 
that *ome other officer, if applied to, would have 
famished relief, whoa the d«ty of aueh other of- 
ficer, in the premise*, would have been only the 
•aaie a* that of the one retoing. 


But it i* *aid, that our application wu "jrr*- 


*Mt*rc." Thbi uetH to imply, that in •**•* 
*ta«* of the proceeding* it will he c-npcr. We 
think eo, eottably.. We think the writ ihoold 
be lamed at any time, either ••/fever ifltr ee«- 
Tietien, for the naton, that the U. 8. Couth** 


no jurisdiction of the offense, and, that there- 
fore, it* proceeding* are mere nullities. But 
we mult confess, that we cannot see why the 
•ajne reasoning that shows the application to 
hare been to* early before conviction, will not 
•bow it to be too late afterward. 
Because, tho' 


we think that even after conviction, you might 
truly make the oath that you were not " detain- 
ed by the final judgment or decree of any com- 
petent tribunal of civil or criminal jurisdiction," 
yet we base this opinion upon the tola ground, 
that tho U. S. Court ha* no jurisdiction to try 
or pbnish you for the offense with which you are 
charged. You intimated, the other day, in an 
article in your paper, that you could not take 
the oath, because the "District Court is organ- 
ized according to the laws of the laud, aud is 
therefore a competent tribunal of civil and crim- 
inal jurisdiction." 
We do not think this makes 


it a " competent tribunal" within the meaning 
of the 3d section of our Habeas Corpus act.— 
Those words mean, as we understand them, a 
" a tribunal competent " to pronounce the partic- 
ular "finaljudgment or decree," by which the 
party is imprisoned. In other words, a tribu- 
nal having jurisdiction to try and punish the of- 
fense for which he is sentenced. Every tribu- 
nal is competent to do some things. But if it 
does things which it has no power to do, under 
any circumstances, these things are not done 
by a competent tribunal. The Circuit Court 
of our county is a competent tribunal to try and 
punish some crimes. But if it should try sod 
imprison a man for treason against tho United 
States, he might truly make oath that he was 
not detained by the judgment of a competent 
tribunal; that Is, a tribunal competent to sen- 
tence him for treason—the Circuit Court hav- 
ing no jurisdiction over that offense. 80 we 
think you might make the came oath, if impris- 
oned after conviction by the U. S. District 
Court, for the reason that that Court is not com- 
petent to try and punish you for the offense 
charged. But if the Supreme Court be cor- 
rect in refusing your application, because it is 
an offense over which the U. S. Court " has ei- 
clusive jurisdiction," then you could not make 
the oath, because if the Court has jurisdiction 
over tho offense, it is " competent" to try you 
for it, or pronounce judgment. It seems to us, 
therefore, that if the application was too early 
before, it must either be too early or too late 
altcays. 
Unless the position that you are charg- 


ed with " an offense over which the U. S. Court 
has exclusive jurisdiction," be abandoned, and 
the refusal of the writ left to rest solely on the 
presumption that that Court would decide cor- 
rectly in the matter. For this presumption be- 
ing overthrown by conviction and sentence, 
could no longer stand in the way of an inter- 
ference by tho State Court. 


[With Messrs. Paines' explanation of the 


Habeas Corpus Act, we could make the neces- 
sary oath to obtain the writ, after conviction 
by the District Court, but, according to the Su- 
preme Court's interpretation, we could not, and 
it would be useless, if we should. There would 
be but two courses left UK, in such a contingen- 
cy ; either to quietly pay the penalty, or treat 
the whole proceeding a* a nullity and refuse 
obedience. These, it seems to us, are the only 
alternatives.—ED. FREE DEM.] 


But, it is said, that the issuing of the writ, 


would have been au attempt to wrest from the 
Federal Court, the decision on the question of 
its own jurisdiction. And it 1* compared to an 
attempt, by some other Court, to wrest from 
the Supreme Court the decision of the question 
ofits jurisdiction, which was raised on your first 
application. We cannot so regard it. The two 
cases seem to us entirely different. The pow- 
er to take a party out of custody to which he is 
committed by any Court, can bo exercised only 
by the writ of habeas corpus, and in favor of 
liberty ! That power had bsen exercised by 
one of the Judges of the Supreme Court, in 
your behalf. When the case, therefore, went 
before the whole Court, no other Court could 
have taken you from its custody, if you were in 
its custody, except by habeas corpus, to try 
the legality of your imprisonment, which teas the 
very question pending before the Supreme Court. 
And there the doctrine of concurrent jurisdic- 
tion would apply, and the jurisdiction of the Su- 
preme Court having attached, could not be 
ousted by any other Court competent to issue 
the writ. And if any other Court had attempt- 
ed to take you for any other purpose, except to 
protect your liberty, such a power could not be 
sustained for a moment, because it is only in fa- 
vor of liberty, that the power is given at all.— 
And for that purpose we have always understood 
the law to be, that any Court authorized to is- 
sue the writ, may so far interfere with the ju- 
risdiction of any other Court, a* to discharge a 
party illegally committed to prison by it. 


But, much has been said, in this controversy 


about the comity of Courts. We think the stat- 
ute prescribes the extent to which that comity 
is to be carried. It provides that the State 
Courts shall not interfere with the prisoners of 
the Federal Courts, where the latter have juris- 
diction over th« offense. This carries the doc- 
trine farther than it is carried among the State 
Courts, and, we think, very properly. But be- 
yond this it ought not to go. Where those 
Courts exceed their jurisdiction, the comity of 
the statute endi, and Courts should not extend 
it. 


This doctrine wai considered in the celebra- 


ted ease of Yate*, in New York, He wa* com- 
mitted by the Chancellor for an alleged viola- 
tion of hi* duty a* a master, and for contempt. 
He WM discharged by Justice Spene«r, of the 
Supremo Court. He WM reforested and im- 
prisoned by the order of the Chancellor and wa* 
again discharged by tke Justice, and then the 
matter came before the whole Sapreme Court 
The discharge WM on the ground that tie com- 
mitment appeared to have been, in part,** least, 
for a violation of the statute, which wa* aa in- 
dietable offense, over which the Chancellor had 
no jurisdiction. Justice* Spencer and Yate* 
were in favor of discharging. Chief Justice 
Kent and the other two Justices decided that 
the prisoner nut he remanded. Bnt it WM on 
the gro*nd that tbe eonnitnent WM for con- 
tempt, over which the Chancellor hadj*ri*die- 
tion, and It tt WM not denied by any of then, 
0*tifO* Cltweger hsat committtdfor * trim* 
**w *Mds M t***»jmn»#tt»n, the party mat 
*w dtockarged. Mr. Jmatfoe Sneaeer. in hi* 
opinion, In the 41% Johwon 348, uy*:

The only question presented by your second tp- 
plication, was, as we believed, a very simple 
yet a very important one. It was whether ihj 
State Court would relieve the citizen from it- 
legal imprisonment by the U. S. Court. Of the 
illegality of your imprisonment, after the first 
decision, we could have no doubt. And « e had 
fully considered the " results" that might h,Te 
followed the issuing of the writ. "We did not 
believe they would be •- dUastrou!,'' but, on 
tho contrary, that they would be plariou;. We 
knew the officers of the United States might, 
and probably would, refuse to obey it, »n,l th«t 
a collision might follow. But we did not, for 
that reason, feel at liberty to shrink from atk- 
ing that protection, which we believed was your 
right, and therefore our duty to ileummt. Iu. 
deed, when the Federal officers illegally im- 
prison the citizen, and refuse to obey the crest 
writ of liberty issued by the Supreme Tribunal 
of a Sovereign State, we know of no way to 
avoid a collision, except by those offieen teat- 
ing to opprtss, orthe State Court cca ting to pro- 
tect. We believe, that if the writ hid been is- 
sued. it would have been enforced. As the men 
of Rhoderic Dim sprang up at his whistle, from 
every tree and bueh, so the people of thin Stste 
would have sprang forth at the call of its helov- 
ed Court, and have enforced the writ, at all ho- 
ards. We believed the right in question wts 
worth the struggle and the cost, and that the 
great rights which we inherited with the com- 
mon law, should be maintained ss firmly now, 
a* they have ever been by our ancestors. We 
believed that the issuing and enforcement of 
the writ, would have furnished a glorious r x- 
ample, that would have been admired and fol- 
lowed as long u our system of government 
shall endure ; an example vindicating the Sov- 
ereignty of the States, and their power to pro- 
tect their people against all tyranny and op- 
pression. Such being our views, it was onl> 
with feelings of profound regret and bitternvw 
of soul, that we saw the writ refused. 


We may be mistaken in this, but we no not 


think it so plain that wo are, as some do. B«t 
be it as it may, well knowing that to err ii hu- 
man, we feel equally willing to acknowledge 
the error, if it be with us, and to respect the 
motives and judgment of the Court, if it be nut 
We only hope, wherever it be, that the "CSB»« 
of liberty" will receive no detriment by it.
